eered under Gailey, occupies a for- 
mer mandarin's palace of one 
hun- 


•2d rooms, and has hundreds of Chi- 


nese in its educational classes. 


The association has had an influ- 


ential part in shaping the new edu- 
cation in China, and 
its secretaries 


have been close friends with the ot- 
ficials who have abolished the 
old 


system of education and established 
he new. Nine out of forty 
Chinese 


students sent to America by the gov- 
ernment during the past year for ed- 
ucation were former students in the 
Tientsin association. Courses of pop- 
ular lectures on all kinds of subjects, 
which modern education is opening 
up to the Chinese mind, are being 
given in this association. 


Mr. Gailey took with him anoth- 


er Princetonion, of 1904, Dwight W. 
Edwards. 
They will lead the 
Chi- 


nese in athletics, which the Chinese 
are taking up with enthusiasm.
